— The following draft of certain rules further 
to amend the Cantonments Electoral Rules, 1945, which 
the Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the 
powers conferred by section 31 of the Cantonments Act. 
1924 (2 of 1924), is hereby published as required by the said 
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section, for the information of all persons likely to be affect- 
ed thereby and notice is hereby given that the said draft will 
be taken into consideration on or after sixty days Irom the 
date of publication of this notification in the Official 
Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from 
any person with respect to the draft before the said period 
of sixty days will be considered by the Central Govern- 
ment. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These mles may be called the Cantonments Electoral 
(Amendment) Rules, 1976. 

2. In the Cantonments Electoral Rules, 1945, to rule 14, 
the following provisos shall be added, namely : — - 

“Provided that, if deemed necessary, the Central Govern- 
ment may postpone, by not more thnn forty days, 
the diite of such election in a Cantonment to a later 
date in case- — 

(a) it is fixed in close proximity to the dates fixed for 

elections to be held for the Lok Sabha, State 
Assembly or any adjacent local authority; 

(b) a riot or open violence takes place or there is 
tension in this behalf in the Cantonment ; or 

(e) some natural calamity visits the Cantonment ; 

Provided further that such postponement shall not how- 
ever entail dc novo compliance of formalities prescribed in 
this rule except the notification by the Central Government 
of Ihc date of election under section 16 of the Act.”
